of said subject tissue , said con-focal region remaining intersected by said axis as said 
plurality of collars is rotated about said axis; and 

robotically manipulating said plurality of ultrasonic treatment probes, to [sight] focus said 
treatment probes onto said con-focal region on at least a portion of [a] said target 
tumour whose site is determined by an ultrasound identification probe .
